This  office  is  located  in  the  rotunda  of  the 
capitol  and  atoll-free  number,  1-800-332-3408,  is  provided  for  out-of-town 
inquiry.  The  office  provides  access  to  computer  terminals  which  contain 
the  latest  information  on  introduced  bills.  Persons  should  utilize  the 
Public  Information  Office  whenever  possible  during  the  session.

BILL  DRAFTING  MANUAL 

The  Bill  Drafting  Manual  provides  drafters  withi  a  set  of  uniform  standards  and 
instructions  for  bill  drafting.  It  also  includes  suggestions  on  the  nnechanics,  style, 
and  technique  of  drafting  to  make  the  process  more  trouble-free.  Sample  bills  and 
resolutions,  plus  a  bill  drafter  checklist,  are  included. 

This  publication  is  free  and  available  from  the  Legislative  Council. 


No  one  can  tell  the  drafter  when  enough  research  is 
done.  The  drafter  fiust  determine  when  to  stop  gathering 
information  and  start  writing.  Judgment  must  be  exercised  to 
avoid  wasting  time  in  endless  pursuit  of  unnecessary 
inf ormat  i  on. 


Organize  the  information  at  hand.  Develop  an  outline 
that  places  the  elements  of  the  problem  in  a  logical 
pattern.  A  bill  for  only  a  simple  amendment  to  existing  law 
will  present  no  organizational  problem.  A  major  new  body  of 
law  will  require  considerable  effort  to  guarantee  clarity. 
Some  bill  parts  are  so  common  that  their  placement  in  a  bill 
has  been  standardized.  A  drafter  must  be  familiar  with  the 
standard  bill  format  discussed  In  Chapter  4  of  this  manual 
before  he  begins  to  organize  his  bill. 

Begin  to  draft  the  bill  when  the  woric  is  outlined. 
Rewrite  the  bill  as  often  as  Is  necessary  to  achieve 
clarityt  coherencef  and  unity.  Revise  the  organization  of 
the  bill  If  revision  contributes  to  clarity.

(1)  Each  section  of  a  long  bill  may  be  placed  on  a 
separate  sheet  of  paper  until  a  cohesive  draft  is  prepared. 
Sections  can  then  be  shuffled  and  rearranged  with  ease  as 
research  and  construction  proceed.  Ideallyt  sections  should 
not  be  numbered  and  internal  references  should  not  be  filled 
in  until  the  final  arrangement  is  reached. 

(2)  Copies  of  any  current  statutes  proposed  for 
amendment  tray  be  taped  to  draft  pages  and  deletions  and  new 
language  indicated  in   red   pen   on   the   copy.

BILL  DRAFTING  RECORD  BOOK  INDEX 

Bill  request  forms  are  filed  in  thie  Legislative  Council  Office,  Room  138,  State 
Capitol.  Tfiese  requests  are  assigned  a  Legislative  Council  (LC)  number  and  are 
logged  chronologically  into  a  Bill  Drafting  Record  Book.  Included  in  each  entry 
are  the  subject  of  the  bill,  the  drafter's  name,  and  the  requestor's  name.  The  LC 
number  becomes  the  identifying  number  of  the  bill  during  the  drafting  and  typing 
stages.  Information  from  this  book  is  then  fed  into  the  computer,  producing  three 
daily  printouts:  the  Requestor  list;  the  Subject  list;  and  the  Drafter  list. 

The  Bill  Drafting  Record  Book  is  kept  in  the  office  of  the  Director  of  Legal 
Services.  The  daily  printouts  are  available  for  use  in  the  Legislative  Council  main 
office,  the  Research  Division  offices,  the  Legal  Division  office,  the  Legislative 
Council  Library,  and  the  Public  Information  Office.

CODE  SECTIONS  AFFECTED  LIST 

Legislation  that  proposes  to  change  the  Montana  Code  Annotated  is  compiled 
and  published  in  three  different  lists.  These  lists  are  generated  in  order  to  aid  the 
drafter  in  avoiding  conflicts,  correcting  redundancies,  and  solving  problems.  The 
lists  are  set  up  in  the  following  manner: 

1)  Bills  drafted  and  entered  on  the  computer  The  first  list  shows  which 
code  sections  could  be  amended  or  repealed  by  any  bill  entered  on  the 
automated  drafting  system.  Included  in  the  entry  is  the  LC  number 

2)  Introduced  bills.  A  separate  list  is  generated  daily  listing  all  code  sec- 
tions affected  on  introduced  bills  with  their  corresponding  bill  number. 
As  bills  are  amended  during  the  legislative  process,  the  list  is  updated. 

3)  Enrolled  bills.  A  third  list  is  generated  detailing  all  code  sections  af- 
fected by  bills  which  have  passed  the  legislature  and  have  been  sent  to 
the  Governor  for  his  signature. 

All  three  lists  are  available  for  use  in  the  Council  offices.

(1)  The  department  of 
institutions  shall  adopt  rules  providing  for  the  granting  of 
good  time  allowance  for  inmates  employed  in  any  prison  work 
or  activity.  The  good  time  allowance  shall  operate  as  a 
credit  on  his  sentence  as  Imposed  by  the  court,  conditioned 
upon  the  inmate's  good  behavior  and  compliance  with  the 
rules  made  by  the  department  or  the  warden.  The  rules 
adopted  by  the  department  may  not  grant  good  time  allowance 
to  exceed: 

(a)   10  days  per  month  for  inmates  assigned  within   the 
confines  of  the  walls  of  the  prison;

The  complete  text  of  each  bill  and  resolution  passed  by  the  legislature  and 
signed  by  the  Governor  during  a  session  is  published  in  hard-cover  under  the  title: 
Laws  of  Montana  198-.  The  set  is  popularly  referred  to  as  the  "Session  Laws". 
Each  bill,  excluding  appropriations  bills  which  do  not  receive  chapter  nunnbers,  is 
given  a  chapter  number  by  the  Secretary  of  State's  office  upon  receipt  of  the 
signed  copy  from  the  Governor  Chapter  numbers  are  assigned  chronologically, 
with  Chapter  1  being  the  first  bill  passed  and  signed. 

The  full  text  of  all  initiatives,  referendums,  and  constitutional  amendments 
approved  by  the  voters  during  the  interim  also  appears  in  the  Session  Laws. 

The  following  state  institutions  receive  a  copy  of  the  Session  Laws  free  of 
charge:  1)  the  State  Library:  2)  the  Montana  Historical  Society;  3)  the  State  Law 
Library;  4)  the  offices  of  the  County  Clerk  and  Recorder,  County  Attorney  and  the 
Clerk  of  District  Court;  5)  custodial  institutions;  6)  university  and  community  col- 
lege libraries;  7)  and  most  large  public  libraries. 

In  1981.  individual  subscriptions  rates  were  $75.00  per  set.  The  public  may 
request  to  be  placed  on  a  permanent  subscription  list  to  receive  the  Session  Laws 
as  soon  as  they  are  available. 
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CHAPTER  NO.   78 

AN  ACT  TO  PERMIT  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  REVENUE  TO 
ACCEPT  A  CASH  COMPLIANCE  BOND  FOR  TEMPORARY  OPER- 
ATION BY  A  SPECIAL  FUEL  USER  AND  REQUIRING  THE  USER 
TO  OBTAIN  A  PERMANENT  BOND  OR  FORFEIT  THE  TEMPO- 
RARY BOND. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Montana: 

Section  1.  Temporary  cash  compliance  bond.  (1)  A  special  fuel 
user  subject  to  the  licensing  requirements  of  this  part  may  obtain  a  tempo- 
rary 30-day  operating  permit  by  posting  a  $100  cash  compliance  bond  on 
each  vehicle  at  any  weigh  station,  or  with  any  person  authorized  by  the 
department  of  highways  to  issue  a  cash  compliance  bond. 

(2)  If  the  user  files  the  bond  required  by  15-70-304,  files  a  special  fuel 
tax  return  for  the  30-day  period,  and  otherwise  complies  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  part,  the  $100  payment  received  for  the  temporary  permit 
must  be  returned  to  the  user.  If  the  user  fails  to  file  the  bond  required 
by  15-70-304  or  the  special  fuel  tax  return  for  the  30-day  period  or  fails 
to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  part,  the  $100  payment  is  forfeit- 
ed to  the  state. 

(3)  The  temporary  permit  is  issued  subject  to  the  same  restrictions  and 
requirements  as  the  annual  permit. 
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MONTANA  CODE  ANNOTATED 

The  Montana  Code  Annotated  is  published  in  two  parts:  the  Code  and  the 
Annotations  to  the  Code. 

The  Montana  Code  is  the  systematic  arrangement  of  all  permanent  state  stat- 
utes (laws)  currently  in  force  in  Montana.  An  entry  includes  the  statute  text  and 
history,  plus  the  compiler's  comments  and  cross-references  to  related  code  provi- 
sions. A  new  edition  is  printed  every  odd-numbered  year  with  new  laws  added, 
repealed  laws  deleted,  and  amended  statutes  updated.  The  Code  Commis- 
sioner's staff  is  responsible  for  this  codification  process. 

The  Code  is  available  for  purchase  in  the  Legislative  Council  main  office.  In 
1981,  the  10-volume,  soft-cover  set  sold  for  $150.00.  Individual  volumes  sold  for 
$15.00  each.  The  code  is  available  on  microfiche  for  $6.00.  Certain  titles  are 
printed  in  pamphlet  form  when  the  demand  is  great.  These  pamphlets  range  in 
price  from  $3.00  to  $6.00  each. 

The  second  part  of  the  MCA,  the  Annotations,  incorporate  background  mate- 
rials relating  to  the  statutes,  including  pertinent  official  comments,  compiler's 
commients,  references  to  administrative  rules,  case  notes,  digests  of  Attorney 
General's  opinions,  citations  to  law  review  articles,  bar  publications,  and  legal 
encyclopedias.  An  explanation  of  each  of  these  items  is  found  in  the  preface  of 
Volume  I  of  the  Annotations. 

The  Annotations  are  published  in  a  loose-leaf  format  and  in  1982,  sold  for 
$245.00  for  individuals,  $205.00  for  governmental  agencies.

32-1-102.     Institutions   to   which   chapter   is   applicable.   (1)  The 

word  "bank"  as  used  in  this  chapter  means  any  corporation  which  has  been 
incorporated  to  conduct  the  business  of  receiving  money  on  deposit  or  trans- 
acting a  trust  or  investment  business,  as  defined  in  this  chapter. 

(2)  The  soliciting,  receiving,  or  accepting  of  money  or  its  equivalent  on 
deposit  as  a  regular  business  is  doing  a  commercial  or  savings  bank  business, 
whether  such  deposit  is  made  subject  to  check  or  is  evidenced  by  a  certificate 
of  deposit,  a  passbook,  a  note,  or  other  receipt,  provided  that  nothing  herein 
applies  to  or  includes  money  or  its  equivalent  left  in  escrow  or  left  with  an 
agent  pending  investment  in  real  estate  or  securities  for  or  on  account  of  his 
principal. 

(3)  It  is  unlawful  for  any  corporation,  partnership,  firm,  or  individual  to 
engage  in  or  transact  a  banking  business  within  this  state  except  by  means 
of  a  corporation  duly  organized  for  such  purpose.

Study  Resolution: 

HJR  65  and  HJR  59 


The  Study  Committee  on  Corrections  Policy  and  Facility  Needs 
has  been  assigned  to  study  Montana's  overall  correction  policy 
and  the  related  prison  needs.   The  Committee  has  been  charged 
to  consider  at  least  the  following:   the  prison  release  and 
furlough  programs;  prerelease  programs  and  facilities;  questions 
about  the  maximum  size  of  a  prison  facility  that  should  be 
built  in  one  location;  the  proper  use  of  community  and  forest 
work  camp  programs  and  the  relationships  of  such  programs  to 
prison  needs;  the  long-term  need  for  prison  facilities  in  the 
state;  the  long-  term  needs  for  juvenile  correction  and  evaluation 
facilities;  and  the  health  care  of  prisoners.   The  Committee  is 
also  charged  to  study  sentencing  of  convicted  criminal  defendants 
and  to  determine  if  uniformity  in  sentencing  is  a  desirable  goal 
for  sentencing  throughout  Montana.   An  additional  charge  to  the 
Ccommittee  is  to  consult  with  the  Department  of  Institutions  in  the 
development  of  the  comprehensive  plans  set  forth  in  HB  483 
relating  to  the  appropriations  of  $3  million  as  set  forth  in 
item  7  of  the  appropriations  to  the  Department's  central 
office .

FINDINGS  AND  CONCLUSIONS 
The  Committee  on  Corrections  Policy  and  Facility  Needs  found  that: 

1)  There  appears  to  be  no  immediate  need  for  additional  residential 
facilities  at  Montana  State  Prison;  should  the  prison  population 
increase  so  as  to  require  additional  facilities,  careful  consider- 
ation should  be  given  to  residential  alternatives  outside  the  prison; 

2)  Work  rehabilitation  and  job  training  should  be  considered  as 
worthwhile  alternatives;  and 

3)  The  Committee  views  with  alarm  the  increased  incarceration 
rates  recently  experienced  in  Montana. 

SUMMARY  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS  -  CORRECTIONS 

The  Committee  on  Corrections  Policy  and  Facility  Needs  recommends 
to  the  47th  Legislature: 

1)  That  the  Correctional  Needs  Report  from  the  Department  of 
Institutions  be  commended  to  the  47th  Legislature  for  their 
consideration;  and 

2)  That  this  state  make  a  major  commitment  to  adult  probation 
and  parole. 

SUMMARY  OF  RECOMMENDATIONS  -  SENTENCING 

The  Committee  on  Corrections  Policy  and  Facility  Needs  recommends 
to  the  47th  Legislature: 

1)  That  plea  bargaining  be  an  open  process  with  a  written  record; 

2)  That  the  state  be  allowed  to  request  an  appellate  review  of  a 
legal  or  a  deferred  sentence; 

3)  That  the  maximum  period  for  deferred  imposition  of  a  sentence 
for  a  felony  be  increased  from  3  to  5  years; 

4)  That  fines  and  assessment  of  costs  in  felony  criminal  cases 
be  allowed  and  community  service  as  a  condition  of  deferred  or 
suspended  sentence  be  allowed; 

5)  That  additional  sentences  for  crimes  committed  with  a  dangerous 
weapon  run  consecutively  with  the  sentence  provided  for  that  offense; 

6)  That  there  be  increased  punishment  of  persons  who  have  been 
convicted  of  three  separate  felonies;
